The department has no desire to punish

Hear Admiral Schley. It had ample oppor-
tunity for such action within the two years
subsequent to the battle of Santiago. Now
that Rear Admiral Schley himself comes
forward with a reauest for an investiga-
tion by his brother ofllcers which will re-

lieve him from the odium of the charges
under which he has suffered or which will
forever disgrace him, the department is
prepared to accede to his wish.

MACLAY'S BITTER
ATTACK ON SCHLEY.

Xew York. July 24.-- Here Is whatEdgar S. MacLay has to say in his

"History of the United States Navy"
concerning Admiral Schley's tempora-
ry- withdrawal from Santiago:

"In his report about the coal sup-
ply of the vessels under his com-
mand, Schley exhibited either a
timidity amounting to absolute cow-
ardice or a prevarication of facts
that were Intrinsically falsehoods.

"Schley, on May 2S, 1838, sullied the
brightest of American mottoes by
penning: 'Much to bo regretted, can-
not obey orders.' and tnmori i

Caitiff flight from the darnrnr snnt
toward which duty, honor and the
whole American people were most
earnestly urging him.

"Viewed in whatever light it may
be, the foregoing dispatch cannot be
characterized otherwise than as be-
ing, without exception, the most
humiliating, cowardly and lamentable
report ever penned by an American
naval officer."

As to the reconnaissance at Santla- -
go. Historian MacLay says:

"This timid and nerveless attack on
Cervera's ships is the more disap- -
pointing when we remember the
elaborate and brave preparations
Schley had made to 'get at the
enemy' In earnest.

"Schley's farcical blockade can--
not bo described otherwise than as
willful disobedience of orders."

As to the "loop" or the Brooklyn.
MacLay comments aB follows:

--Schley hastily ordered the helm
aport. 'But that will carry us Into
the Texas,' said the officer. 'Let the
Texas take care of herself, was the
heartless reply; and the shameful
spectacle of an American warship,
supported by a force superior to the

Is a graduate of law, and has
published books on naval law and naval
procedure with respect to courts of Inquiry
and court-martia- l.

The precept, convening the court and
describing the matters to be Investigated. Is.
now In course of preparation. It will be a
very comprehensive paper. It will set forth
in detail the object of the Inquiry.

In order that the investigation may bt
exhaustive. Secretary Long has decidedthat the entire Santiago campaign shall bethe field, which will be subjected to microscoplc examination by the court.

UNDERSTAND THE SIGNALS."

'";hIch was the flashlp of Adm raltchleys 'flying squadron," talked y
of tho statement which has been made, thatthe Brooklyn was not in possession of thecode of signals improvised for use between
the Cuban insurgents and the Americanships.

"The Brooklyn." said Captain Cook, "was
not put In possession of the code of signals,
and. on account of our lack of knowledge
of them, we were Tery much mystified by
certain signs that" we observed on the
beach at Clenfuegos.

"We saw one night three horizontal lan-
terns on the beach at Clenfuegos. As we
afterwards learned they were a sign from
the Insurgents that they wished to commu-
nicate with us. We thought the lanterns- - a
trap of some sort, and we acted accord-
ingly.

"At that time wc had no knowledge what-
ever of the whereabouts of Cervera. Wo
had been informed by the Captain of a ves-
sel, the Adu'a, that the fleet had been seen
going into Santiago, but that they had been
seen coming out again. The Commandcr-ln-Chle- f

thought possibly that they had gone
past us and had got Into Havana.

"When, however, wo observed the lights
on the beach at Clenfuegos, the Commander-in-Chi- ef

believed they Indicated the pres-
ence of the Spanish ships there. Not know-
ing that any signal code had been arranged,
we looked for no signs on the beach in the
daytime, but on the second night we again
observed three horizontal lights on the
shore. It was not till the second day, when
Captain MrCalla came up, that we learned
that signals had been prearranged, and
that the lights that wc had seen for two
nights on the beach expressed a deslro ot
the insurgents to communicnte with us.
LACK OF KNOWLEDGE OF
SIGNALS CAUSED DEMY.

"We told Captain McCalla that we had
seen lights upon tho beach, whereupon ho
exclaimed: 'Why, they want to communi-
cate with you.' This was the first inti-
mation we had of any such wish on tho
part of the Cubans.

"Captain McCalla explained that, as lie
had some explosives for the Cubans,' ho
would go in and investigate. He did fco,

and, as soon as he was able to inform us,
he said that tho lights had really been sig-
nals from the Insurgents, who desired to
communicate with us. Captain McCalla
also informed u? that the Spanish ships
were not In Clenfucaos."

While Captain Cook did not Eay so, for,
indeed, he carefully avoided any statement
that would be likely to lend to a further
discussion of Santiago matters. It would
seem from the conversation that Admiral
Schley was handicapped in his search for
Cervera's fleet by not being nble to employ
the apparently very useful code of signals
that had been arranged, nnd thus

with the Cubans.
In fact, with the Cubans using the code

of signals, and Schley naturally misunder-
standing their meaning, as was the case
on board the Brooklyn, It would seem as if
ho 'were actually hampered by their one-

sided use. Then too, it does appear from
Captain Cook's statement that, through
the misunderstanding of the signals on the
beach, he lost two days in his quest of
Cervera,

He says in
nls report that much rouih weather was
encountered, and that, as the Eagle was
unable to keep up with ths remainder of
thq squadron. priress was delayed.

It Is charged tnat the run to Santiago
was unnecessarily slow, and was an indl- - j

ation ot cowardice.
Schley's force arrived off Santiago on May

23, where he was joined by the Yale, the
Minneapolis nnd the St. Paul. In his report
Rear Admiral Schley says that the coal
supply Of these three vessels was very
much reduced. He signaled to the fleet to
proceed to Key West by way of the Yuca-
tan Passage.

This rtgnal Is made the basis of-- charge
that Schley was seeking to evade the Span-
ish fleet.

Secretary Long sent a dUpatch to Schley
dwelling upon the importance of learning
definitely whether the Spanish fleet was in
Santiago harbor. Schley cabled the depart-
ment on May 28 that he regretted he could
not obey the order, as it was necessary for
him to proceed to Key West for coal.

On May 31, Schley went aboard the Mas-
sachusetts, which, with the New Orleans
nnd the Iowa steamed In to a distance of
about 8,600 yards from the shore fired
at the Ctistobal Colon for about ceven
minutes.

This bombardment at long ran?e has been
cited hy Schley's opponents as an evidence
of timidity.

Rear Admiral Sampson arrived and took
command on June 1. The blockade was
then kept up until July 3, when Admiral
Cervera sou?ht to save his fleet by a dash
to the open sea.

On the morning of that day Rear Ad-
miral Sampson, on tho New York, had left
for SIboney where he was to meet General
Shatter. The New York was twelve milesaway when the Spanish fleet came into
view.

In the absence of the flagship, Schley was
in command of the fleet, and. it was this
fact that started the edtlre controversy.
WHAT IS 3IEAJTT BY
THE "IlItOOKLYX'S LOOP."

Schley was on board the Brooklyn, which,
while very swift, was equipped with com-
paratively light armor. The Infanta Maria
Teresa headed toward her, and Schley or-
dered her to be turned in the direction op-
posite to that taken by the Spanish fleet,
thus making a loop from left to right,
while the Spanish ships were turnlngiin thoopposite direction as they emerged! from
the harbor. In making this turn, theBrooklyn crossed the bows of the Texas.

When Rear Admiral Schley's attentionwas called to the danger of a collision, he
is reported to have said that the Texasmight look out for herself.

Rear Admiral Schley has explained that
he made the loop because he wished to
avoid being rammed by the Maria Teresa,
Admiral said that It was his pur-
pose. If possible, to put the Brooklyn out of
action. .

After the loop had been made, the Brook-
lyn steamed in the direction taken by the
Spanish fleet, but her course was outside
that of any other ot the American vessels
engaged in tho action.

All that Rear Admiral Schley will say in
answer to the criticism of the course of the
Brooklyn during the battle of Santiago, Is
that she Inflicted 38 per cent of the damage
inflicted by the American vessels and sus-
tained D2 per cent of the damage inflicted by
the Spanish fleet.

"TOOK IT FOR GRANTED

HE UNDERSTOOD SIGNALS."

New London. Conn., July 24. Admiral

Robley D. Evans, U. S. N., was Interviewed
this evening on board the schooner-yac- ht

Shamrock, which is cruising with the New
York Yacht Club fleet.

In reply to tho question whether there
was any truth In tho statement published
that ho gave a signal to Rear Admiral
Schley, Admiral Evans replied:

"I have had no Interview with anybody
connected with the New York papers and
I have never expressed my views in refer-
ence to the signals which Commodore
Schleydld not understand at Clenfuegos.

"Those signals had been given to me con-
fidentially by Admiral Sampson and were
meant to facilitate communication between
tho Insurgents on shore and vessels ot the
American fleet.

"When they were made during the night
ot my arrival off Clenfuegos, I understood
their purport and sutpossd, ot course, that
Commodore Schley was communicating with
the insurgents In consequence I did not
report the meaning of the signals to Com-

modore Schley, because I took It for grant-
ed that the flag officer In command had bet-
ter information on so important a point
than I.

"It would have Deen as appropriate for
me to have signaled to him that the fed flag
at his yardarm meant that his men were
at their meals."

Admiral Crownlnshield has been charged
by friends of Rear Admiral Schley with
being the prime mover In the alleged cam-
paign of persecution from which he has
suffered. Speaking ot the application ot
Rear 'Admiral Schley, Bear Admiral Crown-
lnshield said y:

"I am glad that the controversy Is at
last to be ended. I am also glad that an
opportunity may be presented for submit-
ting evidence to the court which will es-

tablish whether the term 'bureau of fabri-
cation,' applied hy some partisans to this
bureau. Is a proper one for the Bureau of
Navigation."

Admiral Crownlnshield Insists that his
bureau has been entirely fair throughout
the whole discussion.

ARMEJ FOR CONTEST.

Arkansas County Officials Barri-
cade Courthouse and Resist

the Governor's Order.

RESULT OF ELECTION CONTEST.

Claimants of the,,.Offices Have
Many Followers 'and a Con-ili- ct

Between the Fac-
tions Is Expected.

Little Rock, Ark., July 24. Osceola, tho
county seat of Mississippi County, is under
an armed Insurrection, on account of Gov-
ernor Davis having revoked the commis-
sions of Sheriff Sam Bowen and Circuit
Clerk C. S. Driver and appointed J. A.
Lovewell and J. W. Rhodes, respectively,
as their successors.

Commissions were forwarded by Attorney
C. T. Coleman of Little Rock, but Bowen
and Driver took possession of the Court-
house, supported by a crowd of determined
followers, principally from Luxora, and re-
fuse to vacate.

Ilnrrlcadrd the Courthouse.The Courthouse is barricaded. Practical-
ly the entire town is under arms. Rhodes
nnd Lovewell have a following of probably
B.OOO men. Serious trouble has been avoid-
ed since last Saturday only by the active
efforts on the part of those who would pre-
serve the peace.

An appeal is made to Governor Davis to
put the county under martial law.

There is much excitement and many peo-
ple are leaving the neighborhood. The
lynching of an alleged negro murderer last
Friday ten miles from Osceola, after he
had been takt 1 from one of Sheriff Bowen's
deputies, has added to the excitement.

Upon his return ht from Lonoke
County. Governor Davis stated that he had
received no advices Indicating a threatened
war In Mississippi County, hence had noth-
ing to say concerning the report of pros-
pective trouble there. The Governor stated
that he had not been appealed to from any
source to place the county under martial
law.

Cnnse ot the Trouble.
A few days ago Governor Davis revoked

the commissions of Sheriff Sam Bowen and
Circuit Clerk C. S. Driver, and issued com-
missions to John A. Lovewell and J. W.
Rhodes, respectively.

At tho election last September Rhodes ran
for Clerk and Lovewell for Sheriff on whatwas called the Independent ticket. Driver
ran for Clerk and Bowen for Sheriff on the
Democratic ticket. The returns showed thatDr.ver and Bowen were elected and they
have held the two offices since. A contestwas Instituted in the court and the County
Court declared Lovewell and Ilnoaes elected.
The Circuit Court held to the contrary, andon appeal the Supreme Court of Arkansason Jmy 13, sustained the County Court nnd
ri manned the cases. Governor Davis there-upon revoked the commissions of the in-
cumbents.

Clash Is Expected.
The report has reached here that theDriver and Bowen factions hold possession

of the courtroom and refuse to vacate,
while Lovewell and Rhodes are supported
by a strong armed following, and a chuhis expected ut any time. Driver and Bowen.it is said, dispute the authority of the Gov-
ernor to revoke their commissions.
.The principal grounds 'upon wnlch Love-

well and Rhodes contested the election wirealleged fraudulent and corrupt practices of
election officers in Fletcher Township.
